FRENCH SAILORS DROWN. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNGD. } 

GIBRALTAR, Dec. 14—Princess Louise 
Victoria, sister of King George V. of Great 
Britain; her husband, the Duke of Fife; and 
their daughters had a narrow escape from 
death when their vessel, the Delhi, was 
wrecked off Cape Spartel early this morning. 
the hair and towed ashore by a sallor. 

The only fatalities, se far as can be learned, 
oecurred when a launch from the French 
cruiser Friant was ewamped by the high seas 
ahd six of its crew druwned. The French 
vessel was the first to * « aid to the stranded 
passengers on the English steamer. 


Struck in Thick Fog. 

The Delhi struck at 1 o’cloek in the morn- 
ing in a thick fog. Imnmediately all the pas- 
sengers hurried from their staterooms, half 
dreased, and put on life preservers. Water 
poured stepdily into the cabins, while enor- 
mous seas, sometimes mast high, broke over 
the vessel. 

The royal ladies were perfectly calm and 
went among the passengers. Amusement was 
caused by a man who gave one of the young 
princess a lucky ring, assuring her no harm 
would come to the owner while wearing it. 
The princess immediately put the ring on 


her finger. 

Signals of distress were sent out Sy wire- 
less, and the drt ship to arrive was the 
French cruiser Friant. 

It wae long past daylight before the Friant's 
steam launch wes able to come alongside the 
Delhi. In the meantime preparations were 
made aboard the stranded steamer to send 
the women and children ashore. One of the 
beats of the Delhi was lowered and filled with 
passengers. The launch finally succeeded

An attempt led by Representative Olmstead 
of Pennsy!vania to modify the Sulzer resolu- 
tion 80 ag to avoid making the direct charge 
thet Russia hed violated the treaty in refus- 
ing to recognize the passports of American 
Jews was defeated 184 to 114, 

Prominent Republicans said the house 
should not go on record as charging a vioia- 
tion of the treaty, but should adopt language 
saying Russia had so construed the treaty 
that the United States could no longer be « 
party to it. 

The debate bristied with charges that Rus- 
las attitude was an offense against the 
United States and that her exclusion of 
American Jews who bore properly certified 
passports was an affront to this government. 

Representative MeCal of Massachusetts 
said the matter ought not to be acted upon 
by the house until it had been submitted te 
arbitration between the two countries. 

Longworth Opposes Arbitration. 

Representative Longworth of Ohio insisted 
that the time for arbitration has gone by 
and the time for action hae come.” 

“This ought net to be considered in any 
way an affront to Russia, seid Mr. Long- 
worth. “The United States desires the 
friendship of Russia, but this question is 
above and beyond friendship; it ie a question 
of national honor.“ 

The resolution as finally passed declares 
that “ the government of the United States 
will not be a party to any treaty which dis; 
criminates, or which by one of the parties 
thereto is so construed as te discriminate 
between American citizens on the ground of 
race or religion,”’ and it adds: 

“The government of Russia has violated 
the treaty between the United States and 
Russia, concluded at St. Petersburg Deo 
18, 1882, refusing te honor American pass 
porta duly issued to American citizens, on 
account of race and religion, and in the judg- 
ment of the congress the sald treaty, for the 
reasons aforesald, ought to be terminated at 
the earliest possible time.” 


Address Made by Sulzer. 

Mr. Bulser was chief speaker in favor of 
the abrogation resolution. He is chairman of 
the foreign affairs committee, which unani- 
mously reported the bill fayorably. He de- 
elared that for nearly half a century Russia 
had persisteäth refused to live up to the 
treaty or to recognize passports of American 
citisens without discrimination on account 
of race or religion. 

He added it was a question that affected the 
rights of all American citizens and that Rus- 
sia not only refuses to recognise American 
passports held by Jews but those by Baptist 
missionaries, Catholic priests, and Presbyy 


terian divines. 

He said the United States government has 
carefully lived up to ite treaty obligations 
} with Russia.” | 

“The time for action by congress hag 
come,” hé sald. There can be no arbitra- 
tion of this; no more delay. A new treaty

COSTLY To PUBLIC! 


Report Shows Hundreds of 
Messages He Sent and 
Charged to Senate. 


AIDS TO HIS DEFENSE? 


Constant Word Being Passed to 
Others Accused in Brib- 
ery Affair. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—I[Speeial. 
The existence of hundreds of secret telegrams 
sent and received. by Senator Lorimer at the 
expense of the people was disclosed by the 
report of the secretary of the senate, made 
public todey. 

These messages passed back and forth be- 
tween the junior IIlinois senator and his sec- 
retaries and political allies, including many 
of those involved in the bribery charges at- 
fecting his election. The original telegrams 
are supposed to be packed away in the base- 
ment of the senate @nder the care of the 
sergeant at arms. Some of those interested 
in the investigation of the Lorimer scandal 
have evinced a curiosity concerning the con- 
tents of the messages, but so far the senator 
has succeeded in preserving the mystery. 

Many Messages After Expose. 

Mr. Lorimer charged a prodigious number 
of telegrams up to the public treasury be- 
tween Jan. 1. 1910, when the record begins, 
and April 30, when the account of the White 
confession was published by Tux TRIBUNE. 
There are scores of telegrams passing be- 
tween his office in Washington and his office 
in Chicago, where he was moat of the time 
while congress Was in gession. There are 
meseages from Lorimer to Congressmen 
Madden, Rainey, and Rodenberg, to L. White 
Busby. 
from Lorinier's secretary, Charles Ward, to 
‘McCormick, Springfield ; one from Lor- 
mer, Crestline, O., to Lorimer, Chicago,“ and 
on the same day another from Lorimer, 
Crestline, O., to Hines, Chicago. 

In the weeks following Tue 8 
exposure of the Lorimer scandal the wires 
were hot with Lorimer messages charged to 
the contingent fund of the senate, 

Supposedly Senate Business. 

The theory on which Lorimer was allowed 
to charge his telegraph bills to the govern- 
ment is that the messages concerned the 
business of the senate.

Municipal Judge Newcomer at the Thirty. 
fifth street court yesterday afternoon set 
aside the fine of $10 and $5 costs which he 
imposed on ex-Ald. Milton J. Foreman the 
Gay before on a charge of resisting an officer. 

A Written stipulation signed by various 
ldwyers concerned was presented to 
the court. In it all agreed o a rehearing of 
the case. After the fine had been set aside 
next Tuesday was fixed as the date for a 
second hearing of the charge. 

In setting aside the ‘fine Judge Newcomer 
said to the ex-alderman’s lawyers: 

“I heard the evidence in this case yes- 
terday. I don't know that I would be dis- 
posed to find in favor of the defendant. I 
would suggest that you take a jury trial.“ 

“ We are willing to submit the case to your 
consideration when it comes up again,” sald 
Attorney Robertson, counsel for Mr. Fore- 
man. We will put the matter up to you 
at that time.“ 


chauffeur Arrested for Speeding. 

The ex-alderman was arrested on Nov. 
22 by South Park Policeman Thomas Cook, 
who had stopped Mr. Foreman’s chauffeur 
for speeding at South Michigan avenue and 
East Thirty-third street. Mr. Foreman, who 
was in the machine with the chauffeur. was 
charged with having told the policeman that 
he would “get hie job.” Cook interpreted 
this language as resisting an officer.

Col. Foreman’s machine waa stopped by the 
officer and the chauffeur placed under ar- 
rest. I investigated the affair, as I do all 
affairs of the kind, regardless of who is con- 
cerned, and I found that the policeman had 
made an unlawful arrest. The fact that Col.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Salt Pork Elegance. 


ALT pork has been so constantly assoc!i- 
ated with the camp of the woodsman and 
miner that it Ws sometimes forgotten 


that it has its place as the elegant lar-— 


doon, and its use in more civilized sur- 
roundings. 

When butter is getting far nearer the half 
dollar mark per pound than we like to contem- 
plate it is not & bad time to see what we can 
do with salt pork in the places where we usual- 
ly use butter. The fat from salt pork, I be- 
lieve, is far more wholesome to warm up hashes 
and meats in than lard, and often quite as good 
as butter. 

— — 


A satisfactory way of cooking potatoes is to 
peel and slice them and fry them in pork fat. 
The frying pan stiould de closely covered for 
the most part while these are frying, and they 
should be turned two or three times while cook- 
ing, with the pancake turner. It takes about 
half an hour to cook these over a fire not sé hot 
as to burn them. These make a hearty and 
really delicious dish, quite good enough to take 
the place of meat and potatoes for a light meal. 
No other’ seasoning than a little salt possibly 
is required, but pepper may be added. This is 
a digh which was one of ‘the standbys of our 
grandmothers, who always had the pork and po- 
tatoes in the cellar. 

Apples washed and sliced across without 
peeling or coring and fried in salt pork fat are 
also hearty and good. Ontons may de cooked. in 
the same way, although beef fat is usually pre- 
ferred in frying them. 

There could be far worse things for children 
playing out of doors than good salt pork gravy 
and molasses on their bread instead of butter. 
Boys will like it better than butter and some 
girls: may.

For many kinds of stews and sautéing salt 

pork fat is good and is unexcelled for fish chow- 

ders and for the warming up of fish cakes, 
The fat from salt pork may even take the 


piace of butter in white sauce for some uses.“ 
‘It goes excellently well with boiled potatoes 


and some kinds of fish, The cream gravy s0 
made may be used with or without the pork 
from which the fat was fried out. The frying 
may be made quite an elegant affair if. the 
cliafing dish is used for the purpose. When 
the pork is crisp it should be taken out and 
drained, while the gravy is being made, and 
then returned and heated up in the cream. 

The best butchers nowadays when you buy 
a small piece of pork will ask you if you want 
it sliced, and if you say you do they will slice it 
exactly as they do bacon, and in many cases 
these slices are quite long and good for fasten- 
ing around a mock duck or some other imita- 
tion roast. 

Fried Salt Pork in Cream Gravy I-—Have 
pork cut in long thin strips like bacon. Cut 
of skin and cut into dice or pieces one-half 
inch by an inch in size. Lightly friazle in fry- 
ing pan, raising the pan from the fire the very 
minute the fat smokes. Stir the pieces and 
turn them until they are lightly browned on 
all sides and when they are doné take them 
out on to a plate with a perforated or colander 
spoon. Into the fat stir an equal quantity of 
flour till smooth, then gradually add sufficient 
milk to make a gravy of the right consistency. 
Put the pork back into this, stirring it for a 
minute or two,

Fried Salt Pork in Cream Gravy IIi.— cut 
one-quarter of @ pound of salt pork into one- 
third inch slices, lay in-frying pan, and cover 
with cold water. Put on = slow fire, bring to a 
boil, and let boil about fifteen minutes. Drain, 
dip in flour, then brown on both sides. For 
cream gravy leave two tablespoons of the fat 
in the pan, blend a tablespoon of flour in it and 
pour in @ pint of milk. Cook until thick, then 
add the Pork or serve half the gravy plain and 
the pork in the other half. 

Crisp Sait Pork with Cream Gravy.—Cut lean 
salt pork into thin slices and fry until crisp 
and brown. Remove from frying. pan, pour off 
half the fat, and to the rest add one pint of 
milk and a little hot water. Season with salt 
and pepper and thicken with a little flour and 
boil until latter is cooked, stirring constantly.
